The preliminary report the Commission the Organization 
the College Curriculum includes introductory statement 
President Lough (Baker) and extended statistical papers Dr. 
Furst the Carnegie Foundation, College Entrance Require- 
ments, and Dr. Kelly, Executive Secretary the Association, 
the College Curriculum. 


Dr. Furst’s paper compares admission requirements 1912 
with those 1920 considerable detail. regard the 
number different methods admission there were seven insti- 
tutions that had three four methods admission 1912, now 
there are eleven that have three, four, five methods, but the 
general tendency the 125 institutions considered strongly 
toward single method. the 189 methods admission exist- 
ing 1912, required units for 1920, 145 (out 
189) required units. 1912 was the general custom that 
about units should taken specified subjects; 1920 was 
the practice prescribe about the units generally 
required for admission—a decrease nearly per cent. The 
smallest change this respect has been English; the largest, 
the science group. 

Besides the earlier grouping entrance subjects “pre- 
scribed,” “elective,” “free,” seems now necessary dis- 
tinguish new group called “alternate,” for example where 
either French German required. 1912 the number 
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methods admission that allowed absolute freedom some 
extent was exactly one-ninth, 1920 has increased more 
than one-third. This increase has been largely the group 
requirements which allow from units without restric- 
tion. Institutions that allow any “entire freedom” tend 
allow good deal. each end the requirement for admission, 
therefore, have tendency toward relaxation and flexibility. 
The number units representing subjects actually prescribed has 
decreased the number units representing subjects that are ab- 
solutely free has increased. 

“Comprehensive” examinations are given ten the institu- 
tions question, three them having each two kinds.

There marked tendency toward student registration 
the modern subjects. Besides French and English the subjects 
which colleges offer freely and which students prefer are Chemis- 
try, History, Political Science, Economics and Sociology, Philoso- 
phy and the Political Sciences. Mathematics usually among 
the three four preferred subjects,—the striking instance 
the persistence traditional subject. 

There tendency toward horizontal spreading curriculum 
building.

The tendency toward horizontal spreading all the more strik- 
ing when compared with the decisive tendency student elec- 
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tions. the college 700 students, which advertises depart- 
ments, the great bulk student registration departments. 
each case, from the quantitative standpoint alone several de- 
partments could omitted without serious interference with 
the work the college. 

more serious fact that not much progress has been made, 
effort expended, adjusting the curriculum the college re- 
sources. The weak and struggling college announces about 
many departments the strong and well-equipped college. Few 
colleges even standardizing agencies have seriously faced this 
problem.

INTELLECT AND THE UNDERGRADUATE, from article 
something wrong has been contemporaneous with the growth and 
prosperity education the state. Its causes are seen, 
first, the multiplication numbers, and, second, change 
student character; the second being more less dependent 
the first. 

numbers have laid education under necessity. They have 
compelled close organization, and organization means mechanics, 
and mechanics means artificiality. The student admitted 
thousands, registered vast clerical machine, assigned 
courses, divided into sections, lectured to, quizzed, tested, exam- 
ined; warned his instructor, warned his adviser, 
warned the dean, warned through his parents, warned directly 
and indirectly, warned orally and letter; re-tested, re- 
examined, penalized, conditioned, failed, advised withdraw, sus- 
pended, expelled, readmitted, placed probation; limited 
the number his semester hours, limited the number his 
major hours, limited his elections, limited his ‘student activi- 
ties,’ limited his social life; recorded, filed, 
questionnaired, statisticized, and his documentation kept 
safe. 

this all negative. The machine tries also positive. 
The student interviewed, conferenced, studied, praised, encour- 
aged, given sophomore honors, senior honors, thesis 
honors, grade points, special honors, special privileges, scholarships, 
loans, fellowships; his honors are published and, make sure that 
misses none his privileges, there every college faculty 
some more less ‘student’s friend.’ 

the like elaborate systematization the high-school 
leading the university, much might and the graduate 
school leading from it; and the faculty organization which heads 
it, with its hierarchy president, vice-president, deans, junior 
deans, assistant deans, men and women deans, directors, assistant

Commence- 
ment, itself vaudevillian precision, with its suggestion per- 
fect process, the great visible proof that the cogs are motion 
and all’s right with the educational world. all history, there 
has never been time when place where education 
large scale has been perfectly organized the state edu- 
cational systems the United States to-day. 

experience compels say that time during the 
past two three decades has the mechanism education been 
more perfect its execution more futile, the character edu- 
been more unintellectual, to-day. 

the first place, the figure the machine has captured our 
imagination. The oft-repeated words, ‘efficiency,’ ‘methods,’ 
‘systems,’ ‘organization,’ have had effect less pronounced. 
All these terms, together with the figure, suggest order, process, 
completeness, finality, satisfaction. have been blinded 
and deafened faith the educational machine.

and women without disciplining them the manner the spirit 
intellectual 

the graduate school will soon ‘perfect’

The desire for educational machine also natural and, cer- 
tain extent, commendable. The defect the very perfection 


the machine. actual mechanics, the more perfect the machine, 


the more perfect the product. But education not mechanics 
that way. Education essentially individual process. Its raw 
material not metal goods, but intellectual and moral charac- 
ter. The real machine saves man-power where substitution ma- 
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chine for man not only economical but not harmful. The 
machine education, far actual work instruction 
concerned, and far discipline the broadest sense 
cerned, saves man-power where substitution not possible without 


wonder that the undergraduate has come look upon 
his course program formal duties, the price four years’ 
pleasant residence and entrée ‘society’ the worse 
kind, the price diploma and the avenue fortune fame 


have always had with the frivolous student, light in- 
tellect and light character. belongs the ages; though she 
does not. Saint Augustine the student the lecture rooms 
Carthage knew him, Paris knew him the Middle Ages, and the 
Pope disciplined him. And have had always with the com- 
mercially minded student whose conception education never rises 
above the money value knowledge, and whose attitude that 
the feeder the public trough.

Above all, not more machinery. have deans enough, and 
committees enough, and rules enough, and devices enough, and 
artifices enough. The remedy, there remedy all, lies 
higher type discipline; discipline that will energize the re- 
sources and the machinery already hand; discipline with 
character well cogs; discipline possible only through in- 
effort the part men and women character the 
academic chair.

This may sound arbitrary; but 
the president the dean the department head occasion 
allowed the part benevolent despot, why should professor not 
king his class room? discipline mean the 
setting just and practicable requirement such the upper 
majority class course are capable satisfying they use 
their time they are intended use it, and the exaction promptly 
and the last detail every item prescribed. mean the setting 
tests and examinations which call for full and accurate 
edge and can not evaded the verbose and the generally in- 
formed. mean the answers with zero unless they con- 
tain the appropriate knowledge, and not allowing partial credit 
because full page irrelevant and immaterial wordiness there 
happens some detail truth. mean unrelaxing insistence 
spelling and handwriting and the common decencies literary 
shall get these things when want them badly enough. 
mean the assignment work students men and women, 
with consequences suffered men and women they prove 
unfaithful dilatory. Not least all, mean the merciless sup- 
pression the student who dishonest, unalert, tardy, and thinks 
the missing lecture recitation does not matter. mean the 
forceful setting forth the ideals intellectual and moral in- 
tegrity, and the forceful exemplification the scholar’s life. And, 
lastly, mean the unification instruction the professor’s 
ceasing hand over assistants and fellows whose mental habits 
and backgrounds are best those another person the hundreds 
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who have heard him lecture, and his taking under his own 
charge only such part the students can personally see 
through every stage his and the use younger men, 
not piece out quizzing and pigeon-holing papers and 
themes, but assume total responsibility for students all their 
own. The lecture-quiz and lecture-laboratory method now em- 
ployed not unity; means, for the student, not one course, 
but two; or, rather, one mutilated course. The result dehumani- 
zation, depersonalization, artificiality. Such courses may 
organized, but they are not organic. 

does not mean more men, and may not mean many; 
there more than one way arriving the results aimed (and 
missed) the quizmaster method. means, not more men, but 
more men who have proved themselves. may mean more ex- 
pense. does, very well; high time the state either pro- 
vided more men the first class for its universities selection 
limited the number students the capacity its faculties. 

are suffering from numbers general, and particular 
from disproportionate increase the non-intellectual element. 
need more rigorous discipline rid our institutions the 
and wrongly disposed, and restore the atmosphere 
deeper intellectual earnestness which characterized university 
life generation ago.
